LEGISLATIVE REPORT 
FROM SENATOR TOM PERKINS 


The first regular session of the 111th Maine Legislature was 
rather long and taxing for not only the legislators but the people 
of Maine as well. Though we worked every method at our dispo- 
sal, we were unable to confine the powers that be to the monies at 
hand. Much to my regret, many Maine people in their communities 
are being asked to supplement the State Budget by means of a fire 
suppression tax and an increase in the gas tax as well as fees 
associated with our Maine environment.

Selectmen’s Report 


The town of Penobscot will be celebrating its 200th anniversary 
in 1987. Penobscot is the oldest town east of the Penobscot River. 
The cover of this report was designed with this in mind and 
clearly depicts its location on the Maine map. 


In regard to the 1984 Real Estate valuation of properties in 
town, it may become necessary to have an across-the-board in- 
crease in valuations. This is caused by the difference between 
what we have for valuation and what the actual value is accord- 
ing to the State. As you remember this type of adjustment was 
made for the 1979 valuations. 


The tax mapping proposal, on page 87, is a long overdue 
project to bring equity in property valuations. Because the map- 
ping and revaluation would take two years to complete, itis in our 
best interests not to postpone action another year.’ 


The Pierces Pond access project is still in motion and it is 
expected to be completed in the spring of 1984. 


The peat bog is also being given serious attention as to the 
possibility of resuming peat production at the Penobscot location. 
The long process of a combined financing package is in progress. 


Another project in the planning stages with the Department of 
Environmental Protection and the State Planning Grant 
Program, is that of upgrading the private septic systems around 
Northern Bay. The D.E.P.’s interest in this is generated by the 
closing of the clam flats in August of 1983. Because the contami- 
nated area is contained in our town, we are able to correct the 
source. 


It has been our privilege to serve the people of Penobscot for the 
past year.

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Superintendent’s Report 


The citizens and taxpayers of Penobscot have taken a giant 
step towards improving the already impressive educational 
program that exists in the town. The overwhelming positive vote 
in favor of adding classrooms and a multi-purpose room to the 
school should result in expanded and improved programs. The 
architects, engineers, school committee, building committee, and 
town officials are meeting regularly to complete the final design 
in order that construction may begin late this spring. It should be 
ready for occupancy no later than the fall of 1985. 


The faculty and staff at the school continue to work diligently 
toward the improvement of the educational program and the 
development of an educational atmosphere that is conducive to 
learning.

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Headmaster’s Report 


To: Superintendents LaCombe, Bowers and Cormier; School 
Committees of Blue Hill, Penobscot, Sedgwick, Brooklin, 
Brooksville, Surry, Castine; Trustees; interested citizens. 


Stevens opened this year with its largest freshman class ever. 
Total enrollment is just under 300. With another large freshman 
class expected next September, and a small senior class graduating 
in June, we should be well over the 300 level for the first time in 
five years. 


Two new faculty this year provide strong additions to our staff. 
Aynne Ames of Castine brings her years of theater experience to 
GSA as our new Drama Director. Jim Aldrich, now living in Deer 
Isle, joined the English department after serving as Dean at 
Roger Williams College in Rhode Island. We’re very pleased to 
have both these fine teachers with us. 


Recent faculty and board decisions have tightened up some 
academic policies this year. One decision disallows any course 
changes after the first eight days of a semester. Another states 
that exams will count onethird of a semester’s grade in each 
course instead of the one-fifth they had counted. It also states that 
all seniors will now take exams except those with an “A” in the 
course. These changes bring the Academy’s policies more in line 
with post-secondary institutions. 


Eligibility requirements were also tightened up by vote of our 
Joint Board this year. Basically the new requirement states that 
students must enroll in five courses per semester and that any 
student failing more than one of these courses in any academic 
quarter is ineligible to represent the Academy in the following 
quarter. The ruling affects all extracurricular participation, not 
just sports. 


Physical improvements were made to our 85 year old Academy 
Building this past summer. They included the carpeting of all 
corridors and the replacement of the porch foundation and steps. 
Those who have not visited us recently should be certain to come 
by the Academy Building and see our new Honor and Memorial 
Wall Plaque hung in the corridor there. It is a handsome 4’ x 5’ 
cherry wall fixture which already contains over 60 names of 
alumni and friends remembered by donors as they have contrib- 
uted to our new endowment fund. Campaign for Stevens. The 
names have been engraved on 1” x 6” brass plates and are promi- 
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nently and permanently displayed on the plaque. We’re very 
proud of this special way we can remember loved ones and friends 
of our Academy. 


The year’s Annual Fund was launched in mid-November and at 
this writing is well ahead of last year’s drive. This important 
effort brings us unrestricted dollars for immediate use where 
they’re needed most to keep Stevens the fine Academy of which 
we're all proud. Presently we are $1,300 and 50 donors ahead of 
last year. We hope to top the $15,000 mark for the first time this 
year. 


Campaign for Stevens, our new endowment fund, now 
counts 675 separate gifts totalling more than $440,000 in value. 
This includes three gifts of land worth approximately $70,500 and 
a written bequest in the form of a trust valued now in excess of 
$15,000. We’re pleased to be near the 3/4 level in pursuit of our 
$600,000 goal but we’re working harder than ever to assure we can 
complete this drive successfully in late August. We encourage the 
help and support of all our alumni, parents and friends in this 
very important endowment funding effort. 


I think it should be noted here that this endowment is per- 
manently restricted. Only its annual interest income and dividends 
from investments can be used by the Academy. Like any endow- 
ment it serves to assure the future financial security of our school 
and provides the means to allow us to contend with any future 
budget shortfall or any emergency. 


As a private school we do not and cannot rely on direct taxation 
funding. Stevens must rely on its enrollment and the tuition from 
that enrollment for nearly all of its income. No extra funding 
comes to us on aregular basis from any other source except grants 
for Special Education and hot lunch programs mandated by the 
State. To fund major repairs, renovations or capital improvements 
the Academy must provide its own resources. Those come from 
the endowment in much the same way that our individual re- 
sources might come from a savings account. 


I think that there are real advantages to being a private school. 
Foremost is the fact that we are truly the community’s school and 
not a State entity. We are owned and managed locally. With this 
advantage, however, comes the responsibility for the funding and 
maintaining of our school — a job in which we all must share. 
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It’s worth noting that former generations have certainly done 
their share. Every building and facility has been built or bought 
with generous and completely local support. Our shop was even 
built with local volunteer labor and materials. For these reasons 
we can be doubly proud of our Academy. 


We remain one of the few old Maine academies still operating. 
Our heritage dates back to 1803 when the original Academy was 
the first to open its doors east of the Penobscot River. A visiting 
teacher said to me not long ago, “You are lucky to have a school 
where you can sense the history and feel the generations of in- 
volvement of caring people.” He made me realize again that 
Stevens is an exceptional school these days and has some 
important qualities that we must not take for granted.

Penobscot Volunteer Fire Department 


I have only nine fires to report for 1983: 4 chimney, 3 forest, 1 
dump and 1 grass fire. There were no house fires, leading me to 
believe people are certainly practicing safety. 


The new addition progressed rapidly in ’83. The exterior is 
complete except painting the trim. The interior is complete and at 
present we are constructing an archway between the old building 
and the new addition for better heat circulation. The department 
has also applied for an energy conservation grant to insulate and 
sheath the interior walls of the old building. We hope for approval 
soon. Lastly, pertaining to the construction project, we still boast 
that the only costs incurred have been for materials. As strange 
as it may seem, labor is still free in this department. Those who 
work toward the betterment of this department feel it is a nec- 
essary and vital part of the community. We realize, however, until 
we are actually needed we are often overlooked. Not by all though. 
We have received contributions this year amounting to $1,635.00. 
This is the most we have ever raised in a fund drive. I would like 
to thank all of those who felt our cause a worthwhile one. We 
sometimes find ourselves struggling to keep up with the modern 
world, and every little bit helps and is certainly appreciated. 


1983’s equipment update finds us with a 2100 gallon portable 
water tank to be used in conjunction with our newest truck. We 
updated our self-contained breathing apparatus to become 
pressure demand. Late in December, we received a new 3500 watt 
generator to be used at the department in case of a prolonged 
power outage or at a fire scene as deems necessary. We bought 200 
feet of 212” hose and anozzle to go along with it, which can only be 
used on our newest truck. With the portable water tank and 214” 
attack hose, we are moving toward the large volume blitz attack 
method, which is widely used in modern fire fighting. Since our 
newest truck only pumps a maximum of 300 gal/min. our next 
move is to gain support within the community for money toward 
a used piece of fire apparatus that will pump at least 500 gal/min 
and preferably 750 or 1000 gal/min. This may seem like a big step 
for this town, but costwise, used fire equipment is relatively 
cheap, and this town is one of two in the peninsula area that 
does not meet the 500 gal/min minimum. requirement of the 
Hancock County Mutual Aid Pact for which we are a member. 
Lastly, we now have eight complete sets of turnout gear for our 
firemen. 
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Several members have attended training courses offered within 
the county. One and two day courses are common during the 
spring, summer, and fall months. We attend as often as we can 
find time. The muster team has brought home numerous trophies 
in 1983 under the direction of Stan Shorey. 


Monday evenings are meeting/work nights at the department. 
I strongly urge you townspeople to stop by and see us in action to 
see what we have done and what our future plans are. We need to 
know how you feel and what you expect from your fire depart- 
ment. And if you really want to become involved, come join us. 
We certainly can use more volunteers!

Four Town Nursing Service 


To the Selectmen and the Citizens of Penobscot: 


One of the many opportunities we have to help our fellow man is 
shown by helping to provide for his needs. As a home health 
agency, our primary service is given to the elderly, homebound 
member of the community, under the physician’s order. But we 
are more than that. We contribute to the welfare of the entire 
community through our clinics: Well-Child; Footcare; Pap; Blood 
Pressure; Family Planning and your school board contracts with 
us to provide a certified school health nurse for your children. 


Four Town Nursing cooperates with area agencies to supervise 
the Senior Companion Program, to provide Maternal Infant and 
Child visits and Public Health Nursing visits. They work with 
Hospice of Hancock volunteers who help sustain the family of the 
terminally ill patient who is facing the last six months of his life 
and has chosen to stay at home. 


Our staff members are continually upgrading their knowledge 
and skill to provide our clients (your family, neighbor or friend) 
with the highest quality of care, 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. As 
Federal Law affects early discharges from the hospital, patients 
may go home earlier than ever, often with attached IV systems or 
needing chemo therapy or other treatment. Our staff has begun 
training for administering this care, previously done in the 
hospitals. 


In the calendar year 1983, the following visits were made in 
your town: 


Skilled Nursing: 88 
Home Health Aide: 322 
Physical Therapy: 15 
Speech Therapy: 1 


In our service area, the staff made 8647 visits and travelled over 
200,000 miles. 


For fifty-two years our policy has been to provide for the patient 
regardless of his ability to pay. Through individual and town 
support, you too, help to provide for the needs of your fellow man. 
We thank you for your continued and generous support.

Last year, Washington Hancock Community Agency provided 
$4,304 of services to your town in the following manner: 


$4,304 of Winterization on 6 homes for 11 persons, 7 elderly. 
$4,304 Total of Services provided to your town. 


Weare asking you this year to give us $86 seed money to support 
Agency programs. This represents $.02 on each dollar of services 
we provided to your town. Your seed money for Day Care and 
Transportation will be matched by the State, $3.00 for each $1.00 
given by towns to support program services. 


It should be noted that requests from some towns are a great 
deal more for 1984 than for 1983. In 1983 there was a top dollar 
limit of $975.00 so towns receiving the most services were not 
asked for the full 2%. This year in order to be fair to all towns and 
to meet increasing needs as a result of federal cut_backs every 
town will be requested to give $.02 on each $1.00 of services 
provided. 


The Agency also provided surplus commodities to 94 house- 
holds in your town in 1982-1983. These households were served on 
three different occasions during December, April and October. 
Because of the difficulty of estimating the actual worth of the 
cheese, butter and dried milk we have not included the distribu- 
tion in our request. 


A staff person can be present at the budget committee meeting, 
and will be at the town meeting to answer any questions.
